Since the days of the pharaohs the 
locust has been an unmitigated plague. 
Pliny relates that in many places in 
Greece a law obliged the inhabitants 
t 
to wage war against the insects three 
times a year t e 
In their various 
states of egg; larvae and adult. 
In 1749 locusts stopped the army of 
Charles XII 
king of Sweden, as it was 
retreating from Bessarabia after Its 
defeat at Poltava. 
The klnpr at first 
imagined that he was being assailed 
by a terrific hailstorm. 
In Transylvania in 17SO the ravages 
of the locusts assumed such disastrous 
proportions that the army had actually 
to be called out to deal with the pests, 
and whole regiments of soldiers were 
employed gathering them up and put- 
ting them Into sacks. 
A weird, uncanny 
looking customer 
is the locust. The general color scheme 
of his body 
Is a kind of indefinite 
green, relieved by pink legs and wings 
of a whitish color. 
Two huge, blank, 
unmeaning eyes give an expression of 
utter imbecility to the Insect's counte- 
nance. 
To atone in a measure for their de- 
structive proclivities the locusts are edi- 
ble. The Arabs are particularly 
fond 
of them. 
Camels, 
to which they are 
given after being 
dried and roasted 
between two layers of ashes, look upon 
locusts as great delicacies. 
The flavor resembles that of crabs, 
and in Bagdad they are consumed 
so 
extensively as to affect the price of 
meat.
